Louisville, Aug. 21.— The Pro- 
libition State convention today 
nominated J. D. White, of Man- 
chester, Clay county, formerly Re- 
publican congressman from the 
Eleventh district. 

The platform adopted endorses 
the national prohibition platform 
and the candidate for president 
and vice president and Hectares 
for woman suiT rage. 

The convention had state poli- 
tics thrust upon it by H. M. Win- 
slow declaring the right of the 
people of Kentucky to vote, and 
have their votes counted, is an is- 
sue in Kentucky this year, more 
important than prohibition. He 
said prohibitionists should not 
nominate a candidate for governor 
this year, but should endorse the 
republican candidate, Yerkes, and 
made a motion to this effect.

He declared 
the "log cabin" of the republican 
party is the "bulwark of assassi- 
nation," and that the "canteen is a 
greater curse to the country than 
the (ioebel law in Kentucky."

LJ Hnng ( bans Minister 
l ancer ,.» n Commissioner to Ne- 
gotiate for n Cessation ol Hostili- 
ties Preliminary to a, Settlement 

-With the Powers. 

Washington, Aug. 20.— The Chinese 
government has made formal applica 
to. 11. through Li Hung Chang as ita 
envoy, for the appointment of an 
American commissioner to bring 
• bout the cessation of hostilitiea in 
China and the restoration of general 
peace. This, coming since the cap 
ture of Pekin, is the first showing of 
China's complete weariness with the 
struggle and her desire to make 
terms. The reply of the United States 
government has not yet been made 
known. 

M Mm ik Chang's Appeal 

Li Hung Chang's application came 
to the Chinese minister, and was de- 
livered by him to the state depart- 
ment at 10 a. m. Shortly afterwards 
the president was acquainted with 
China's desires. In the absence of 
Secretary Hay and Secretary Root, 
the latter having gone to New York, 
who have been most active in the Chi 
m-se matter, there wna no opportuut 
ty for a cabinet council. 

Minister Conner Suggested. 

The application of Li Hung Chang 
is that Minister Conger or some other 
odiicnl be named as commissioner for 
O cessation of hostilities. Earl Li ex 
presses willingness to go where the 
powers may desire to conduct the ne 
got int ions, and it is expected that 
this will be cither Pekin or Tien Tain 
In that event the negotiations will oc- 
curr on what is practically conquered 
territory. The suggestion of the Chi- 
nese envoy thnt Minister Conger be 
named as the American commissioner, 
is said to be due to the fact that, a 
Mr. Conger is now relieved from per- 
sonal danger at Pekin, he is free to 
conduct the negotiations, and haa the 
advantage of being on the spot, 
similar Appeals to Other Powers. 

The application to the United 
States is understood to be similar to 
that made to other powers. Under 
the circumstances, it is probable that 
there will be a conference, in order 
thnt the powers may act in unison. 
As to this, however, there ia no official 
announcement for Li Hung Chang's 
application has barely had time to get 
before the president and his advisers. 
Another Development. 

Another important development" ia 
that two of the influential viceroys'of 
China had made application to the 
powers, including, it is believed, the 
United States, that no disrespect be 
shown to the emperor nnd empress 
dowager of China. It is understood 
that the government is informed that 
at least one of the continental powers 
is prepared to answer that there will 
bo no personul indignity or disrespect 
to their majesties. 

The Conditions In Pekin. 

The condition inside Pekin was 
made more clear by a dispatch from 
Admiral Remey, giving authentic re- 
ports from one of his staff oflicere, 
Lieut. Latimer, as to the situation on 
the 15th. It spoke of the troops 
"moving on the imperial city," aud 
"clearing out the Tartar city." Thia 
latter city contains the Tartar ar- 
senal, and is the headquarter for the 
vicious Tartar troops. 

Admiral Renter's Dispatch. 

"Taku, Aug. 19.— Authentic report 
from Pekin, the 15th, from Lieut. Lat- 
imer: Troopa moving on imperial 
city. Clearing out Tartar city. All 
Americans who remain in Pekin are 
well except one child. C'apt. Myers 
recovered from wound, has typhoid, 
crisis passed, and now convalescing.

Indications of Anarchy. 

It is said at the war department 
that the reports of continued fight- 
ing in Pekin indicate that the al- 
lied forces found a state of anarchy 
in the city, with many diaorderly peo- 
ple and no method of controlling 
them. This especially would be the 
ease if the reported flight of the em- 
press dowager and emperor ia true. 
Consequently, it haa been found nec- 
essary for the troops to retore order 
in the city and carry out the instruc- 
tions under which our forces are act- 
ing. 

INTERNATIONAL CONOl 



The President's Plan to Solve tha 
Chinese Problem. 

New York, Aug. 20. — A dispatch to 
the Herald from Washington says: 

Preaident McKinley 'is considering 
the advisability of propoaing to the 
powers the organization of an in- 
ternational congress, which shall sit 



in China and recommend to the sev- 
eral governmenta represented a per- 
manent solution of pending ques- 
tions. 

The president recognizes that the 
dutiea which Minister Conger will be 
called upon to perform will be so ex- 
acting and arduous that it will be un- 
fair to ask him to take the additional 
burden of discussing a method of aet- 
tlement of the matters in controver- 
sy; that Special Commissioner Rock- 
hill will be too busily employed in ob- 
taining information and in. communi- 
cation with high Chinese officiala to 
give time to them, and that direct ne- 
gotiation between the powers ia like- 
ly to prove unsatisfactory and give 
rise to complications which might 
otherwise be avoided. Talka with 
diplomata here indicate that their 
governments would be willing to Join 
in a congress for the settlement of 
the Chinese question and Baron Von 
Sturnberg. the German charge d'af- 
faires in Washington, has been sug- 
gested aa the representative of Ger- 
many. 

In Pursuit of the Empress. 

London, Aug. 20. — The Japanese 
cavalry has left Pekin in pursuit of 
the dowager empress and her court, 
according to telegrams from the 
north received at Shanghai by Chinese, 
officials. These dispatches aver that 
the empress and her treasure train, 
protected by 30,000 troops, have al- 
ready nrrived at Wu-Tai-San, In 
Shanghni province. 

Left Before Allies Arrived. 

London, Aug. 20. — The Chinese min- 
ister here has received a dispatch 
from Pekin saying that the empress 
dowag'-r nnd the emperor left Pekin 
a few days before the allies arrived 
there. 

nrlleved to Be In Pekin. 

London, Aug. 'JO.— The foreign office 
has received n dispatch from the Ger- 
man consul at Che Foo, saying the 
dowager empress was believed to bo 
inside the palace at Pekin, nnd that 
the allies were still bombarding the 
fortifications. 




A MINNESOTA TRAGEDY. 



Theodorr w nilnri. a Farmer Kills 
His Wife nnd Two of His 
Step-Children. 

St. PnnL Minn., Aug. 20.— An Ar- 
lington (Minn.) special to the Dis- 
patch says: 

Last night, Iwtween ten and eleven 
o'clock, Theodore Wnllnrt, a farmer 
living three miles from town, killed 
his wife nnd two of his step-children, 
a girl of 10, nnd a baby, and seriously 
wounded his 19-year-old step-son. Us 
then set fire to his barns, destroy- 
ing the stable, with nine horses, a 
corn crip nnd a full hay barn. Three 
years ago Wallart married the widow 
Starnbers, and for aome little time 
they had been having trouble. The 
wife had recently been trying to se- 
cure a divorce, and had taken means 
to prevent Wallart from coming to 
th 1 farm. Sunday morning, after 
practicing in the woods with a re- 
volver, he returned to the house and 
entered by one of the windows. His 
wife evidently was alarmed by the 
noise, and was shot and killed us sho 
w«a leaving the bed. The baby waa 
found dead on the lounge, the girl 
on the floor of her bedroom. A aec- 
ond boy was seriously wounded, and 
has been brought to town, where it 
is feared he may die. 

WallartMook to the woods after the 
crime, and has not yet been located. 



GALLANT JAPANESE TROOPS. 

The Little Men Have Won Unstinted 
Praise for Their Gallantry 
and Dnsh. 

London, Aug. 20. — Military men her* 
are much impressed by the accounta 
of the extraordinary gallantry and 
efficiency displayed by the Japanese 
troops in China, though it does not 
surprise those who had opportunities 
of seeing their behavior during the 
last war with China. 

A British naval officer, who was at- 
tached to the Japanese quarters dur- 
ing that campaign, said that combined 
steadiness and dash he thought the 
Japanese were equal to the best regi- 
ments of uny European army. In the 
present brief operations they have 
already covered themselves with hon- 
or. At the battle of Pei-Tsang the 
manner in which the Japanese cavnlry 
charged ■ttVtfM at a Chinese battery 
and sabred the gunners is described 
as magnificent. Their fault is that 
they are too impetuous, and lose men 
through their reckless courage, but 
in this war, as in their previous con- 
flict with China, they have shown that 
no braver troops nnd more enduring 
soldiers can be found in the ranks of 
European armies.

Overtaken, While Attempting to 

enpe with His Daughter, He Fa- 
tally Wonnded Sheriff Dllllng- 
hnm nnd was, In Tarn, Shot 
tha Ilenrt b y tha Sheriff. 



Leavenworth, Kas., Aug. 20. — Dr 
Arrington, in Platte county, Mo., near 
East Leavenworth, shot and killed 
James Wallace, a wealthy farmer, in 
a quarrel over a line fence, and then 
going to the home of hia mother-in- 
law, the widow of William Wallace 
deliberately shot her to death. Ar 
rington escaped in a wagon with his 
young daughter, but was pursued by 
Sheriff Dillingham and a possce. 
The Murderer Killed. 

The posse came up with Arrrington 
In a road near Farley, about ten 
o'clock, and shots were exchanged. 
The murderer opened Arc, wounding 
Dillingham in the breast and produc- 
ing a fatal wound. As he fell Dilling- 
ham shot Arrington through the 
heurt. 

Cold-Blooded Crimes. 

The murders were committed in the 
most cold-blooded manner. Wallace 
nnd Arrington, who were neighbora, 
had been at outs for some time. Wal- 
lace was greasing his buggy, when Ar- 
rington approached and, without a 
word, fired two shots, one taking ef- 
fect in Wallace's head, nnd the other 
in the breast, killing him instantly. 

Arrington then drove across the riv- 
er to Leavenworth, taking bis daugh- 
ter with him, purchased 250 cartridges, 
and returned to the home of Mrs. 
William Wallace. Arrington entered 
the woman's house unbidden and shot 
her to death before she could make 
an outcry. His second crime commit- 
ted, Arrington climbed into his wagon 
and drove off. A possee was formed 
quickly and, headed by Sheriff Dil- 
linchnm. started after the murderer. 
Had Driven Ills wife Away. 

Saturday night Arrington drove his 
wife away from their home by threat- 
ening to kill her. She slept in a corn 
filed, and is still in hiding. 



WYOMING FOREST FIRES. 



Nothlna Bnt Heavy Rain fa a Mop 
Them— Sheep Herders and 
Flocks In Dancer. 

Saratoga, Wyo., Aug. 20.— The for- 
est fires continue to rage in the 
mountains between Battle Lake and 
tirand Encampment, and those towns 
and the numerous mining camps and 
sheep camps are threatened with de- 
struction. The herders were forced 
to drive their flocks high up in the 
mountains to get feed, owing to the 
scarcity of both feed and water on 
the plains below, and it is feured 
that many of these herders have been 
surrounded with their flocks by the 
flames. The timber is as dry as tin- 
der and burns fiercely. Nothing can 
prevent the progress of the flames ex- 
cept a heavy rain. 

It is estimated that the loss thua 
far, exclusive of the millions of feet 
of fine timber, will be over $200,000. 
Miners have joined the forest rang- 
ers in the work of fighting the fires. 
Their combined efforts, however, seem 
to be of no avail. 



EARTHQUAKE IN ALASKA. 



It Lasted Seventy Seconds nnd 
Chnnaed the Course of One of 
the Monntaln Streams. 

Chicago, Aug. 20.— A special to the 
Record from Vancouver, B. C, says: 

The steamer Cutch, which has ar- 
rived from Skagway, brought news 
that an eurthquake, on August 10, 
shook Skagway for 70 aecond8 and 
was even more severely felt in Daw- 
son. All the way down the river tho 
shock was apparent, and at several 
places was particularly well defined. 
At Dawson two email government 
buildings, in courae of conatruction 
were toppled over. 

A 1 rivals from the Stewart river, 
half way down the Yukon to Dawson, 
saw the mountain there waa split in 
two. One stream waa dammed up, 
partially, by fallen rock and it turned 
into the newly formed canyon 
through the mountain. Five milea of 
this stream and two milea of the sec- 
ond tributary of the Stewart were 
left dry.

It Has Been a Source of Annoyance 
to the Russian Embassy 



M EFFORT TO PRODUCE PREJUDICE. 



Alleged Interview. 
Mr.. Anna Drew, Wife of Sir Rob- 
art Harfa Chief Secretary, Utter. 
IT Bepndlates aad Relates tee 
Published Statements. 

Washington, Aug. 20.— The diplo- 
mat* connected with the Russian em- 
bassy have been annoyed by constant 
reports attributing atrocities to tho 
Russian troops in China. One of the 
most notable instances was an alleged 
interview with Mrs. Anna Drew, wife 
of Mr. E. E. Drew, the chief secretary 
of Sir Robert Hart. As a refutation 
of the sentiments put in her mouth, 
Mrs. Drew has addressed the follow- 
ing letter from Chicago, under date 
of August 14, to the Russian ambassa- 
dor. After the usual opening phrases, 
she says: 

Mrs. Drew'e Letter. 

"We have been living at Tien Tsln 
the past year, and I returned from 
there only lust week. Our steamer 
was besieged with newspaper report- 
ers upon our arrival at San Francis- 
co, and although I was extremely care- 
ful In what I said to them, a great 
many strange things have been put 
into my mouth by some disagreeable 
people. 

The Worst o* AH. 

The worst of all was an article 
which attributed to me 'the most hor- 
rible story of atrocities committed by 
the Russian soldiers. I wish to deny 
these statements in full, and as the 
account has been copied into many 
•astern papers, it has, perhaps, come 
to your notice. I feel that I at least 
must tell you how false it nil is. In 
fact, I can, from my own experienca 
during those terrible days of the 
aiege of Tien Tsin, speak only in the 
highest, terms of praise of the Russian 
soldiers, who undoubtedly saved our 
lives on more than one occasion." 
Published on Mrs. Drew's Aeeoant. 

In giving this letter out for publi- 
cation the Russian embassy wishes it 
understood that little importance is 
attributed to the effect of the stories 
reflecting upon the Russian troops. 
Were it not that the lady concerned 
is desirous of correcting the false re- 
ports, no notice would be taken of 
them, as the faets themselves are the 
best refutation of the sensational 
ennards published, with the obvious 
purpose of prejudicing the American 
and people against the Bus-

But canned goods in 
smaller packages, of which the num- 
ber of cans put up is enormous, arc 
commonly shipped in boxes. The rea- 
son for this is very simple. 

"The big cans are likely to have only 
a strip or a band label, the rest of 
the broad expanse of tin being left 
uncovered. It isn't necessary to put 
this package up in fancy style, for it 
is not to be displayed anywhere. 
These goods are sold to hotels and 
restaurants and other large usere.

In the lat- 
ter part of his address to the jury 
Col. Campbell likened the circum- 
stances of the assassination of Coe- 
bel to that of Tom Maker in Clay 
county in which .Tim Howard figured, 
and he intimated that Howard tired 
the shot but subsequent ly said: "I 
do not know who tired the shot that 
killed Qoebdl but it was of the five 
principals nnmed in the indict ment, 
dim Howard, llerry Howard, Henry 
Youtsey, Harlnml Whit taker and Tal- 
low Diek Combs, and every one of 
tlieni were there by procurement of 
Caleb Powers and W. S. Taylor." He 
further said that when Caleb Powers 
wrote to his sweetheart and also to 
Prof. Stevens, of Barbourville, claim- 
ing the credit for the organization of 
the mountain army for the disorgan- 
ized condition of the democratic 
party following the assassination of 
tiocbel he argued to himself more 
credit was due him for Taylor and 
C harles Finley were equally guilty 
with him."

WHAT Is medicine, anyway? The 
allopath has no use for the 
homeopath or the osteopath 
or hydropath, and each one looks with 
suspicion upon the methods of the 
other. And yet there are followers of 
each system and people who have the 
greatest faith in all. Mrs. Eddy for- 
mulates her "Christian science" theo- 
ries, and she and her followers build 
marble churches, and Mark Twain and 
other philosophers, preachers and 
teachers sneer and scoff and ridicule 
both theories and followers. We have 
"faith cures" and "mind cures" and 
every other kind of cure, and who shall 
•ay that there is no good in all of these 
methods? 

Hence when the white man sneers at 
the Indian's modes of practicing med- 
icine he is merely adding another sneer 
to those already piled up against him- 
self. The Indian uses faith and mind, 
drugs, herbs, fetishes, prayer and hum- 
bug the same as as his white brother, 
and he succeeds and fails just the same. 
Yet his methods are suited to Indian 
•seeds and Indian mentality, just as 



fires of her fever, and reduced the 
grjr swellings of her tortured body. 
He gave her medicines which took away 
her delirium and with words of wis- 
dom helped her bear the heavy burden 
of her bereavement when she had re- 
covered enough to realize her loss. 

For years he had objected to being 
photographed, and when I asked him 
if I might make his picture, he quietly 
reminded me that I was a white medi- 
cine man, a brother tingaivash, and he 
wished to ask me on my honor, as one 
tingaivash of another, whether the 
camera would do him any injury. I as- 
sured him on my tingaivash honor, 
that it would not, and accordingly I 
wai privileged to make the accompany- 
ing photograph. Strange to say. three 
months after my visit, the poor old fel- 
low succumbed to the great and Inst 
foe and passed into the beyond. If he 
had any lingering doubts that my mak- 
ing of his picture had anything to do 
with his demise, I hope he is now as- 
sured to the contrary. 

Now Torrebio was an Intelligent ob- 
server of cause and effect. At Ca- 
huilla there is a sulphur spring of warm 
water. He learned that in skin and 
rheumatic diseases that water had 
marvelous curative properties and that 
the mud, in sores or scrofulous humors, 
was equally beneficial. He knew the 
properties of many herbs, both as tinc- 
tures and poultices, nnd used them to 
advantage. Yet he used the necromantic 
arts of incantations to help on in his 
cures. Whether he believed ip those? or 
not, I am unable to say, but he knew 
full well that the patientsdid. niid'that 
they would not consider themselves

the great M. R. C. P. and S. or the It D. 
suits his methods to the mentality and 
needs of his clientage. Most, if not all, 
Indians are firm believers in witch- 
craft, necromancy and the evil pow- 
ers of the spirits of darkness. They 
believe in spells and charms and all 
the wild mysticism of the southern ne- 
gro. Any system of medicine, there- 
fore, that is to be efficacious to the In- 
dian must satisfy his mind in these 
particulars. An Indian shaman must 
be able to work charms that will ke<>p 
off the evils of the witches; he must 
muke fetishes that prevent the power 
of the evil eye; he must be able to con- 
jure good spirits to overcome evil ones, 
and he will succeed the best who can 
best excite the fears, hopes and sym- 
pathies of his patients. If he be a 
skilled thaumaturgist, all the better. 
If he have the gift of looking wise and 
keeping silent, better still. If to these 
things he adds a real, even though rude, 
knowledge of surgery, pathology and 
the action of certain drugs and min- 
erals he is bound to be a leader among 
the medicine men of his tribe. 

Perhaps of all known medicine men 
in North America the Navajos and 
Apaches are the leaders and the most 
skilled. I have seen them set bones 
as well as the surgeons in the leading 
hospitals of the world, several of which 
I have attended. Some of their heal- 
ing ceremonies last for days at a time 
when, with the strangest mixture of

healthful bathings, head-washings, 
soaking of feet and legs, sweatings, 
purgings with gentle-acting herbs, 
dancing, singing, praying, conjuring, 
natural magic and what might well 
be termed Indian mental therapeutics, 
the patient is hocus-pocussed back, 
willy-nilly, to a reasonable state of 
health, or sent by the route of the doc- 
tor to the underworld. 

But no one, to my knowledge, has 
ever described the medicine work of 
the Indians of southern California. 
Here the medicine man is a "tingai- 
vash," and one of the beat known and 
uniformly successful was old Torrebio, 
who died last year at Cahullla, 40 miles 
from San Jacinto, where the earth- 
quake did so mush damage last Christ- 
mas day. When Juan Diego, the Ales- 
•andro of H. H.'a wonderful novel, 
"Baniona," was shot at his home in 
the Cahuilla mountains, his crazed 
widow ran over the steep ana rocky 
trail to the little Indian village where 
her friends resided. The grief and 
agony, the terrors of that sad jour- 
ney brought on a sickness that nearly 
resulted in her desth. Old Torrebio 
was the "tingaivash" who helped bring 
her back to life. With soothiug and 
cooling drinks fee quenched the tierce 



properly cured unless the powers of 
evil were thus conjured away. 

Neither was he ashamed to acknowl 
edge to me — his brother tingaivash— 
that he humbugged his patients now 
and again. Among his other purapher- 
nnlia was an old feather duster. With 
emphatic gesture he explained that 
when a patient came to him needing a 
powerful cathartic, he gave a strong 
dose of some herb or other and then, 
with songs and dances, made the sick 
man believe he had swallowed the dus- 
ter. By some mean6 he kept up the c.'e 
lusion so that the patient could feel 
the brush passing through and finally 
out of his body, sweeping away with it 
all that caused the difficulty. His wenk 
old eyes merrily twinkled as he de- 
scribed his conscienceless fraud, and 
wiien I asked him ; "Do they really be- 
lieve it passes through them?" he re- 
plied: "It is my business to make them 
believe it does!" 

On a par with this was the maglo 
practiced by old Roch Jones, the lead- 
ing medicine man of the Hava Supas, 
of Cataract Canyon, Arizona. A pa- 
tient came to him in great agony, com- 
plaining of pains in the small of his 
back. After making a cBreful diag- 
nosis of the trouble, Roch Jones began 
his incantations. He sang a song, the 
burden of which was: "You are very, 
very sick, my friend; yet I know how 
to cure you. Your back is lame and the 
inside of you is sore, and you don't 
know what is the matter with you. A 
wicked Wallapai has bewitched you 
and put a lizard into the small of your 
back. With my powerful eye I can see 
him crawling about and biting at the 
inside of the small of your back. He ia 
a wicked little lizard with a bad eya 
and a poison in his mouth, and none but 
I can suck him from you. I can cure 
you, my friend, but you must promise to 
give me five dollars. I can restore you 
to health, but you must promise to give 
me five dollars.'* 

The promise was made, nnd the in- 
cantations to overcome the power of 
the wicked Wallapai began. Now a few 
incidental bathings and rubbings with 
strong Indian liniments took place, 
and flnallj Roch Jones, stooping down 
over the sick man, began to suck vigor- 
ously at his back where trte> supposed 
lizard was lodged. He sucked and spat, 
and soon, to our amazement, a lizard 
sprang from his mouth. It was a fat. 
plump little creature, and had evident* 
ly been living well, and the mediciua 
man explained that fact by stating 
that be had been feasting on the flesh 
of the sick man. 

Is it strange to remark that the in* 
valid got well? The power of the 
Wallapai waa broken, the lisard waa 
extracted, charms had been worked 
more powerful (stronger medicine) 
than those of the Wallapai, and why 
should he not get well? What part tha 
rubbings, etc., took in the cure, who 
knows?

GUILTY, SAYS THE JURY. 

(ieorgetown, Ky., Aug. IS. — " 
We, the jury, find the defend ant 
guilty, and fix fall punishment at 
confinement in the penitentiary 
for the rest of his natural life." 

This was the wording of the ver- 
dict rendered to-day in the case 
of ex -Secretary of State, Caleb 
Power*, charged with being in eo- 
eeeeory before the fact to the mur- 
der ol William (ioehel. Tito jury 
retired at 1:82 p. m. hikI returned 
its verdict id ItSfi p. in., having 
been OUl only 68 minutes. The 
vote in favor of a life sentence was 
unanimous. When the jury re- 
tired the befell was general that 
ils members would fail to agree, 
and in this opinion the defendant 
himself was firmly convinced. 

When the verdict of guilty was 
returned. Powers, for the lirst 
time in tho weary six week* of the 
trial, betrayed his feelings. Un- 
der all the trying incident! of the 
trial he had maintained a chauge- 
Laas expression, 'Che verdict of 
guilty, however, apparently stag- 
gered h\m. lb- was sitting near 
the door ol I he jury room, and when 
the jurors knocked on rhe door 
summoning the Sheriff his face 
took on an anxious look. When 
i be twelve men tiled into the room 
bi.d took their seat a and Clerk 



Conn called the roll of jurors, the 
p.isoner did not appear to be 
more excited than the vast throng 
of spectators. 

• Have you made a verdict, gen- 
tlemen?" inquired the Court. 

"We have," the jurors replied, 
and at tho same time Mr Stone 
the foreman, passed the verdict up 
to the clerk, who read it aloud. 
Powers, always pale, grew ghastly 
white as the verdict was read, and 
his face betokened great mental 
anguish. Then, somewhat regain- 
ing his composure, he turned to 
the Misses Dangertield, who had 
l>een in conversation with him and 
said: "I was not expecting that. 
The verdict is unjust. " 

There was no sort of demon- 
station following the verdict, and 
the vast crowd tiled out of the 
courthouse almost in silence. 
Powers remained in the couit 
room for sometime after the ver- 
dict was rendered, in conference 
with his attorneys, who will at 
□noe more for a new trial, and 
failing in that, will take an appeal
